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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 2, 4-11,13-16,19-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 9 is allowed since none of the prior art references of the 

record, either stand-alone or in combination, teaches a gear drive unit comprising an 
electric motor wherein the walls are rectangular and form an opening perpendicular to 
an opening axial to the armature shaft and wherein the openings are connected to one 
another and form a common opening with radial and axial opening directions, the 
opening being substantially uninterrupted between the radial and axial opening 
directions as recited in the claims. 

Independent claim 21 is allowed since none of the prior art references of the 
record, either stand-alone or in combination, teaches a gear drive unit comprising an 
electric motor wherein the walls are rectangular and form an opening perpendicular to 
an opening axial to the armature shaft and wherein the openings are connected to one 
another and form a common opening with radial and axial opening directions, including 
no structural hindrance between the radial and axial opening directions as recited in the 
claims. 

Independent claim 24 is allowed since none of the prior art references of the 
record, either stand-alone or in combination, teaches a gear drive unit comprising an 
electric motor wherein the walls are rectangular and form an opening perpendicular to 
an opening axial to the armature shaft and wherein the openings are connected to one 
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another and form a common opening with radial and axial opening directions, the 
common opening extending substantially uninterrupted between the radial and axial 
opening directions as recited in the claims. 

Examiner also finds applicant's arguments filed on 03/12/2009 to be persuasive.
